Speaker Sees Tax Query 
and Study of Railroad 
Restrictions as Steps of 
Improvement.

AUDITORIUM, CLE V ELAND. 
Ohio, Oct. 2.—(UN)—President Hoo- 
ver, speaking before the American 
Bankers’ Asociation, stressed tonight 
his belief that “any recession in Amer- 
ican business is but a temporary halt 
in the prosperity of a great people.’ 

Facing 15,000 persons, including 
many who determine thé values of 
credit in the United States, the pres- 
ident said that faith was the most 
needed requirement to readjustment. 
He vigorously opposed any sugges- 
tion that the American standard of 
living be lowered, 

The crowd occupying the hall where 
President Coolidge was nominated in 
1924, found the economic aspects of 
Mr. Hoover's address somewhat dif- 
ficult to follow. 

Only four times during the delivy- 
ery of the 30-minate speech, read be- 
fore a series of microphones, was the 
president interrupted by hand-clap- 
ping. When he concluded, however, 
he was applauded for three minutes. 

Mr. Hoover's audience responded at 
such times as he expresed assurance © 
of a prosperous future but listened 
in silence as he discusesd various 
phases of depression, 

This is no time to talk of surren- 
der, Mr. Hoover declared. : 

The president deplored that there 
are some businessmen and a number 
in the political world “who wish to 
enjoy our temporary misery.” 

“I always have been, and I remain, 
an unquenchable believer in the re- 
sistless, dynamic power of American 


enterprise,” was the keynote of his 
analysis of existing conditions. 

This is no time—an audience of 
American leaders of business is no 
place—to talk of any surrender. We 
have known a thousand temporary set- 
backs, but the spirit of this people 
will never brook defeat.

He also provides that his oldest 
son, John T. Dorrance, Jr., shall be- 
come one of *the executors when he 
reaches the age of 25. 

Under the provisions of the will, 
all federal and state taxes are to be 
paid out of income from the estate,

Daudet’s 
New Book. 

The second volume of M. Leon 
Daudet’s reminiscences of Paris life 
has made its appearance and is as 
great a joy as the first. M. Daudet 
shows himself in all his universalist 
aspects. The one moment he senti- 
mentalizes tenderly over a friend who 


has disappeared, the next he launches, 


into ‘a violent polemic against M. 
Briand or M. Paul Caud®@l or any of 
the legion -f his political or literary 
adversaries. There is ho writer in the 
literature of any country to compete 
with Daudet when it comes to power 
of invective. The nearest approach in 
history were probably Victor Hugo 
and Edouard Drumont. The book 
takes the reader through the? Latin 
quarter where M, Daudet spent his 
tumultuous youth, full of farces and 
fights and loves and hatreds. He tells 
of evenings at home with his immortal 
father, Alphonse, when the pontiffs of 
literature of the day gathered aro und 
the humble but succulent table of the 
Daudets. Nothing escapes this most 
versatile of present day French 
writers. Reputations are destroyed 
under his withering satire and biting 
criticisms, Other humble folk whom 
he knew assume a glory thy never 
knew in their lives. Often Daudet 
succeeds in making the reader love 
those whom he loves. His verve carries 
him along here and there into tech- 
nical discussions on medicine, biology 
and psychoanalysis in which he is a 
recognized authority. But most of the 
time the book fairly bubbles over with 
human interest and ah undestructible 
vein of humor, The readers cannot 
lay down this volume without ex- 
claiming: This man knows his Paris 
inside and out, high and low, rich 
and poor, the joy of it and its dismal

Sugar Prices Seen as Cause for 

Cuba’s Political Turmoil—Bank- 
ers’ Association Head Started 
His Career as Attorney — 
Ford.Gives Four Answers on 
How to Abolish Poverty. 


Cuba, “the pearl of the Antilles,” 
is in trouble—its most serious trouble 
since the United States in 1900 made 
the island free and independent. 

For 150 years, sugar has _ been 
Cuba’s one crop and the barometer of 
its prosperity. In 1920, it exported 
more than $700,000,000 worth of the 
raw product. 

After that prices began to decline. 
In 1922, its sugar export was but 
$276,000,000. This rose to $368,- 
000,000 in 1925, but it dropped again 
to tage tn in 1928. 

he term of President Machado, 57, 
inaugurated president in 1925, does 
not expire until 1933. He has many 
powerful political enemies. . 

In 1927, Cuba passed a sugar de- 
fense act, authorizing a commission of 
five to investigate and create a sugar 
export corporation. In January, 1928, 
the president signed a decree fixing 
the Cuban sugar crop at 4,000,000 
long tons, of which 3,300,000 were 
sent to the United States, and the bal- 
ance to the rest of the world, But 
this plan didn’t work. 

There is plenty of unrest in the is- 
land. A strict censorship over the 
local press, and, possibly over the 
foreign, already exists. The consti- 
tutional rights of their citizens may 
be suspended any time. 

Everyone hopes that intervention 
by the United States can be avoided. 
Those who understand Cuban condi- 
tions realize, however, that the situa- 
tion now is anything but encourag- 
ing.

Henry Ford believes it’s the busi- 
ness of American industrial lcaders 
to move forward toward “the great- 
er and widely diffused prosperity that 
will abolish poverty itself.” 

In 1910, Henry Ford was paying 
25 cents an hour for day labor. To- 
day, a dollar an hour. In 20 years, 


Mr. Ford prophesies, wages will be 


four times as high as today. He op- 
poses wage reduction. But how is 
this to be accomplished? Here's his 
answer: : 

1—To make an _ ever-increasing 
quantity of goods of the best possible 
quality—to make them in the best and 
most economical fashion and to force 
them out on the market. 

9—To strive always for higher qual- 
ity and lower prices as well as lower 
costs. ’ 

3—To raise wages gradually but 
continuously—and never to cut them. 

4—-To get the goods to the con- 
sumer in the most economical man- 
ner, so that the benefits of low-cost 
production may reach him. 

Such a program will be challenged 
by many, who will say it’s a fantastic 
dream. But is it? Most fantastic 
statements of Henry Ford have a way 
of being realized. He is, judged on 
past performances, the greatest au- 
thority and champion of high wages 
in history. 

Now he makes another prediction 
in the field of whieh he is the ac- 
knowledged master: “In 20 years the 
minimum wage will be $27 a day.” 

Twenty years ago, when he an- 
nounced his minimum wage as $5 a 
day, he was heralded as a madman 
—a wrecker of wage scales—an un- 
desirable citizen. But was he? He 
was not. He led the world out of 
the wilderness of wage slavery. 

Then, avho is there today to chal- 
lenge his latest wage prophecy? 

Chain store leaders, in session in 
Chicago this week, are grappling with 
most difficult problem yet faced—how 
to become integral parts of local com- 
munities. 

“The duties of chain stores, as citi- 
zens of communities in which they op- 
erate, are rather closely defined,” J.

OIL FRAUD AGGUSER 
RETURNS TO CAPITAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(/)—In- 
vestigation of charges by Ralph Kel- 
ley, former head of the federal land 
office at Denver, that the government 
has maladministered Colorado oil 
shale lands came to a temporary halt 
today as officials sought in vain for 
a conference with Kelley. 

Assistant Attorney-General Seth W. 
Richardson, who is conducting the in- 
vestigation, said he had telephoned the 
former Denver official “at least 10 
times” and had finally sent a mes- 
senger to his hotel but had failed to 
reach him. 

Shortly after his arrival in Wash- 
ington today, however, Kelley said he 
was prepared to “substantiate in full” 
all his charges. He added he not only 
intended to “give detail and proof” 
of his statements but would “insist 
upon the opportunity to do so.” 

Kelley submitted his resignation 
last Sunday to Secretary Wilbur, at 
the same time making public a letter 
charging the interior secretary had 
made “concession after concession” 
to large oil companies, which, he as- 
serted, were attempting to secure bil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of oil shale 
land illegally. Secretary Wilbur re- 
fused to accept the resignation and 
ealled for an investigation, asserting 
the charges were “nonsense.” 

Richardson said today that as soon 
as he could reach the former land of- 
ficial he would “offer him an office 
and all stenographie facilities so that 
he can make a recorded statement of 
his charges and objections.” 

Meanwhile. Kelley acknowledged 
the receipt of a letter from Chairman 
Nye of the senate lands committee 
asking him to amplify and substanti- 
ate his charges. He said he would be 
glad to confer with Nye at any time.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—)—A 
possibility that another rival south- 
ern city may become a co-defendant 
in the suit of Atlanta for a writ of 
mandamus to compel Census Director 
William M. Steuart to publish that 
city’s greater population figure, was 
seen today by census bureau officials. 

Preliminary investigations have been 
made to find out whether Louisville, 
Kentucky, which would be jogged 
down the population ranking list of 
cities if Atlanta’s greater figure’ were 
accepted, could present its arguments 
in the pending court case. 

Protests by Louisville and Houston 
led to the legal investigation of At- 
lanta’s population status by the cen- 
sus bureau. a. 

It had been indicated that it may 
be possible for Louisville, like Hous- 
ton, to file a petition in intervention 
and thus become a co-defendant with 
the census bureau in the Atlanta case. 

The Atlanta city population figure,

But the Atlanta borough figure of 
270,367, which the bureau considered 
the correct population of Atlanta,

Its action would 
not be administration, but violence. 
The state, though sovereign, cannot 
act upon the citizens in a different 
manner from that which the laws 
have ordained. It cannot inflict capi- 
tal punishment without first trying 
the prisoner according to the law.

Georgia Disgraced Again 


(From The Chattanooga Times.) 

The state of Georgia, which has 
been the scene of a series of mob ex- 
ecutions this year, was disgraced 
again yesterday morning. About 1 
o'clock something lik: 50 masked men 
arrived at the Cartersville jail, over- 
powered officers in charge, took John 
Will Clark, negro, from his cell, hur- 
ried him to the fair grounds about 
a mile distant, and hanged him to 
the crossbeam of a telephone pole.» 

The crime is deserving of more se- 
vere condemnation, if possible, than 
the other lynchings which have re- 
cently occurred in Georgia. This is 
so for the reason that it was not com- 
mitted in the heat of passion, such as 
often exists just after the commission 
of a crime and the arrest of the crim. 
inal, but in cold-blooded deliberation, 
two weeks after the killing of Chief 
Jenkins. It was carefully planned 
and coolly executed by men who were 
so cowardly they masked themselves 
that they might be doubly secure in 
their murderous lawlessness, 

And their premeditation involved 
not only the taking of a human life, 
but also the tramplinz under foot of 
the sovereignty and authority of the 
people of Georgia as expressed in 
their government. Their act was not 
only a cold-blooded murder and an 
overriding of constituted authority. it 
was.also a deliberate defiance of the 
state and local governments. These 
50 men, in secret conclave, set them- 
selves up as superior to constituted 
authority, brushed it aside, took the 
law into their own hands and left the 
government looking foolish and twid- 
dling its thumbs. 

Constituted authority in Georgia 
has shown itself to be set 4 hel 
less, or disinclined, to deal wi coke 
which trample the law under foot and 
take human life in the heat of pas- 
sion. Now that it has suffered the 
humiliation and the disgrace of pre- 
meditated, deliberate cold-blooded mur- 
der and overriding of its authority, 
what is it going to do akiut it?

Address Before Bankers 
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Members of the American Bankers’ 

Association and Guests: 

I am glad to meet with this as- 
semnbly of representative bankers 
from every state and almost evgry 
county of our country. During the 
past yecr you have carried the 
credit system of the nation safely 
through a most difficult crisis. In 
this success you have demonstrated 
not alone the soundness of the 
eredit system but also the capacity 
of our bankers in emergency. 

We have had a severe shock and 
there has been disorganization in 
our economic system which has 
temporarily checked the march of 
properity. But the fundamental 
nasets of the nation, the education, 
intelligence, virility, and the spirit- 
ual strength of our 120,000,000 
people, have been unimpaired. The 
resources of our country in tjands 
and mines are undiminished. Scien- 
tifie discovery and invention have 
made further progress. The gigan- 
fic 6erquipment) and = unparalleled 
organization for production § and 
(distribution are in many parts even 
stronger than two years ago. 

Though our production and con- 
sumption has been slowed down to 
“> or 90 per cent of normal, yet 
by the very fact of the steady fune- 
tioning of the major portion of our 
avatem do we have the assurance 
ef our ability and the economic 
strength to overcome the decline. 
The problem today is to complete 
the restoration of order in our 
ranks and to intensify our efforts 
to prevent such interruptians for 
the future 

Not Academic. 

And it net a problem in aca- 
demic econvmics, It is a great hu- 
man problem. The margin of 
shrinkage brings loss of savings, 
unemployment, privation, hardship, 
and fear, which are net part of our 
ideals for the American economic 
system, 

This depression is world-wide. Its 
causes and its effects lie only part- 
ly in the United States. Our coun- 
try engaged in overspeculation § in 
securities which crashed a year ago 
with great losses. A perhaps even 
larger immediate cause of our de- 
pression has been the effect upon 
us from the collapse in prices fol- 
lowing overproduction of important 
raw materials, mostly in foreign 
countries, larticularly had the 
planting of rubber, coffee, wheat, 
sugar. and to a lesser extent cot- 
ton, expanded beyond world con- 
sumption even in normal times, The 
production of certain metals, such 
as silver, copper and zinc, had like- 
wise been overexpanded, 

These major overexpansions have 
taken place largely outside of the 
United States. Their collapse has 
reduced the buying power of many 
countries. ‘The prosperity of Tra- 
zil and Colombia has heen tempo- 
rarily affected from the situation 
in coffee; Chil® Peru, Mexico 
and Australia from the fall in sil- 
ver, zine and copper. The buying 
power of India and China, depend- 
ent upon the price of silver, hag 
heen affected. Australia, Canada 
and the Argentine have heen af- 
fected by the situation in wheat: 
Cuba and Java have heen _ de. 
pressed by the condition of the 
kigar industry: Fast India gen- 
erally has suffered from the fall in 
rubber. These and other causes 
have produced in some of the coun- 
fries affected some political unrest, 
These economic disturbances have 
echoed in slowed-down demand for 
manufactured goods from Europe 
and ourselves, with inevitable con- 
tribution te unemypovment. But 
the readtuetments in prices, which 
were also inevitable, nre far 
fiong their course. Most of these 
fommocdities are below the level at 
which sufficient production can be 
maintained for the world’s normal 
nemls, and therefore sooner or later 
must recover, 

Depression Worldwide.

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modities. If, for example, we as- 
sume a restored normal home cen- 
sumption and held even our pres- 
ent reduced basis of exports, we 
should be wpon a 97 per cent of nor- 
mal basis. Even this illustration 
does not represent all of our self- 
contained strength. 
Others Worse. 

We shall need mainly to depend 
upon our own strong arm for re- 
covery, as other nations are in 
greater difficulty than we. We 
shall need again to undertake to 
assist and co-operate with them. 
Qur imports of commodities in the 
main depend upon our domestic 
prosperity. Any forward movement 
in our recovery creates a demand 
for foreign raw materials and goods 
and thus instantly reacts to assist 
other countries the world over. 

I wish to take your time to dis- 
cuss some of the pivotal relation- 
ships of the bankers not only to the 
immediate problem of recovery but 
to the wider problem of long-view 
business stability. Any discussion 

’ the one involves the other. 

Before I enter upon that subject, 
however, | wish to say that no one 
ean occupy the high office of presi- 
dent and conceivably be other than 
completely confident of the future 
of the United States. Perhaps as 
to no other place does the cheer- 
ful courage and power of a confi- 
dent people reflect as to his of- 
fice. There are a few folks in 
business and several folks in the 
political world who resent the no- 
tion that things will ever get bet- 
ter and who wish to enjoy our 
temporary misery. ‘To recount to 
these persons the progress of co- 
operation between the people and 
the government in amelioration of 
this situation, or to mention that 
we are suffering far less than other 
countries, or that savings are pil- 
ing up in the banks, or that our 
people are paying off installment 
purchases, that abundant capital is 
now pressing for new ventures and 
employment, only inspires the un- 
kind retort that we should fix our 
gaze solely upon the unhappy fea- 
tures of the decline. And. above 
all, to chide the pessimism of per- 
sons who have assumed the end of 
these mighty forces which for 150 
years have driven this land fur- 
ther and further toward that great 
human goal—the abolition of in- 
tellectual and economic poverty—is 
perhaps not a sympathetic§ ap- 
proach. Nevertheless, I[ always 
have been, and I remain, an un- 
quenchable believer in the resist- 
less, dynamic power of American 
enterprise. This is no time—an 
nudience of American leaders of 
business is no place—to talk of any 
surrender. We have known a thou- 
sand temporary setbacks, but’ the 
spirit of this people will never 
brook defeat. 

Not New. 

Our present situation is not a 
new experience. These interruptions 
to the orderly march of progress 
have been recurrent for a century. 
And apart from recovery from the 
present depression, the most urgent 
undertaking in our economic life is 
to devise further methods of pre- 
venting these storms. We must as- 
sure a higher degree of bus:uess 
Stability for the future. 

The causes advanced 
movements are many and varied. 
There is no ‘imple explanation. 
This is not an occasion for analysis 
of the many theories such as too 
littie gold or the inflexible use of 
it. Whatever the remote causes 
may be, a large and immediate 
cause of most hard times is in- 
flationary booms. These strike some 
segment of ecohomic life somewhere 
in the world, and their re-echoing 
destructive results bring depression 
and hard times. ‘These inflations 
in currency or credit, in land or 
Securities, or overexpansixon§ in 
some sort of commodity production 
heyond possible demand even in 
good times—may take place at 
home or abroad-—but they all bring 
retribution. 

The leaders of business, of eco- 
nomic thought, and of government 
have for the last decade given ear- 
nest search into cause and remedy 
of this sort of instability. Much 
has already been accomplished to 
check the violence of the storms and 
to mitigate their distress, As a 
result of these efforts the period 
of stable prosperity between storms 
longer, the period of storm 
shorter, and the relief work far 
more effective, tut we need not 
go beyond our situation today to 
confirm the need for further effort. 

Not Necessary. 

The economic fatalist believes 
that these crises are inevitable and 
bound to be recurrent. I would re- 
inind these pessimists that exactly 
the same thing was once said of 
typhoid, cholera and smallpox. If 
medical science had sat down in a 
spirit of weak-kneed resignation and 
accepted these scourges as uncon- 
trollable visitations of Providence. 
we should still have them with us, 
‘This net the spirit of modern 
science, Science girde itself with 
painstaking research to find the 
nature and origin of disease and to 
methods for its prevention. 
That should be our attitude toward 
these economic pestilences. They 
are not dispensations of Providence. 
l am confident in the faith that 
their control, so far as the causes 
lie witbin our own boundaries, is

* per capita production by the ap- 
plication of science and the use of 
abor-saving devices. That solution 
has been attained by sharing the 
savings in production costs 
tween labor, capital and the con- 
sumer, through increased wages and 
salaries to the worker, and de- 
creased prices to the consumer with 
consequent increased buying power 
for still more goods. Every step 
in that solution is a_ revolution 
from the older theories of business. 

We may safely assume that our 
economic future is safe so far as it 
is dependent upon a competent 
handling of problems of produc- 
tivity. But one result is to render 
further advance toward stability 
even more urgent, 
higher standards of living the whole 
system is more sensitive and the 
penalties of instability more wide- 
spread. 

There is no one group of which 
the public expects so much in as- 
suring stability as the bankers, be- 
cause in the vortex of these storms 
many values lose their moorings. 
Nor can any other group contribute 
so much in constructive thought 
and action to solve the problem 
either today or in the long run. 

Three most important relation- 
ships to these business movements 
lie in the banker’s field. The first 
is what, for lack of better terms, 
we call psychology—both that con- 
tazious overoptimism which accel- 
erntes the inflation of the boom 
and those depths of fear and pes- 
simism which deepen and prolong 
the’ depression. The American bank- 
er has come to occupy soa unique 
position in the strategy of sta- 
bility, for he is the economie ad- 
viser of American business. He 
is the listening post of economic 
movement. He in large measure 
makes or tempers its psychology. 

I do not suppose the banker has 
consciously sought this new func- 
tion of general adviser, but such he 
has become. His business is no 
longer the simple function of dis- 
counting commercial bills and lend- 
ing money on first mortgages. That 
is today but part of his work. These 
days, when he establishes a line of 
credit to a business, or furnishes 
loans upon securities of a business, 
or advises investment in a business, 
he must know the elements which 
make for success and failure of that 
business, And he must form judg- 
ment as to the future trend of busi- 
ness in general. On the other side, 
the American businessman, big and 
little, the farmer, and the labor 
leader are coming more and more 
to consult with the banker on prob- 
lems of his business. Whatever the 
origin of his position may be, the 
banker is now the economic guide, 
philosopher, and friend of his cus- 
tomers, and his philosophy can 
dampen our enthusiasm and equally 
it ean lift our, courage and hope. 

The second point of the banker's 
unique position in relation to busi- 
ness trends lies in the part which 
credit plays in the whole business 
process. Obviously. during the in- 
flationary period the use “of credit 
for unwise expansion and specula- 
tion draws away the supply of 
credit from normal business. It im- 
poses upon normal business an in- 
terest rate which strangles the or- 
derly commerce of the country. 
Commerce sickens under this pres- 
sure, its pace slackens and contrib- 
utes to collapse. Therefore, I wish 
to emphasize what has long been 
recognized—that is, ‘that the flow 
of credit ean accelerate and it can 
retard such movements. Equally a 
wise direction of credit provides 
large coptribution to recovery from 
depressions. 

The third reason why this is so 
much a banker's problem is that 
banking is the one great line of 
business activity that is in itself 
interconnected. Each credit insti- 
tution shares the eredit burdens of 
others and all are largely co-ordi- 
vated through national organiza- 
tion-——the federal reserve system, 

The reserve system and its mem- 
ber banks and the treasury partici- 
pation in fact form a widespread 
co-operative organization, acting in 
the broad interest of the whole 
people. To a large degree it can 
influence the flow of credit. Bank- 
ers themselves are represented at 
each stage of management. And, 
in addition, the various boards and 
advisory committees represent also 
industry, agriculture, merchandis- 
ing, and the -government, ‘The re- 
serve system therefore furnishes an 
admirable center for co-operation 
of the banking business with the 
production and distribution indus- 
trien and the government in the de- 
velopme ut of broad and detached 
policies of business stability. 

You have gained much experience 
fram the two great crises of re- 
cent years. I trust you will se- 
riously and systematically consider 
what further effective measures can 
be taken either in the business 
world or in co-operation with the 
government in development of such 
policies, both for the present de- 
the future, I 
know of no greater public service. 
It is a service to every business- 
man, to every farmer, to every 
worker, whether at the desk or 
bench. I am not assuming you can 
do it all, or that all disturbance, 
domestie or foreign, can be wholly 
prevented or cured. 

The government should co-oper- 
ate. It plays a large part in the 
credit struetare of the country, Its 
fiscal system has most important 
bearings. For instance, I believe 
an inquiry might develop that our 
system of taxes upon capital gains 
directly encourages inflation by 
strangling the free movement of 
land and securities. 

The regulatory funetions of the 
federal and state governments also 
have a bearing on this subject 
through their effect upon the finan- 
cial strength of the railways and 
utilities. During a period of de- 
pression the seundest and most 
available method of relief to un- 
employment is expansion of public 
works and construction in the util- 
railways and heavy indus- 
tries. The rolume of possible ex- 
pansion of construction in these pri- 
vate industries is about four or five 
times that in public works. Dur- 
ing the present depres ion these in- 
dustries hav. done their full part, 
but especially the railways have 
been handicapped hy some provis- 
ions of the Transportation Act of 
1920. With wider publie vision 
the railways couki be strengthened 
into a greater balance wheel] of 
stability. We have need to con- 
siler all of our economic legisla- 
tion, whether banking, utilities, or 
eericulture, or anything else, from 
the peint of view of its effect upen 
business stability. 

I have never believed that our 
form of government could satisfac- 
torily solre economic problems by 
direet action—conld successfully 
conduct business institutions. The 
government can and must cure 
abuses. What the government can 
de best is to encourage and assist 
in the creation and development of 
institutions controlled by our citi- 
rens and evolved by themselres from 
their own needs and their own ex- 
perience and directed in a sense of 
n trusteeship of public interest. The

fren

I wish to revert to the influence 
of the bankers, through encourage- 
ment and leadership, in expedition 
of our recovery from the present 
situation. You have already done 
much, and at this juncture the re- 
sponsibility of those in control of 
money and credit is very great. 
Without faith on your part and 
without your good offices, the early 
return to full prosperity cannot be 
accomplished. This depression will 
be shortened largely ro the degree 
that you feel that you can prudent- 
ly, by counsel and specific assist- 
anee, instill into your clients from 
industry, agriculture and commerce 
a feeling of assurance. 

We know that one of the pre- 
requisites of ending a depression is 
an ample supply of credic at low 
rates of interest. This supply and 
these rates are now available 
through the co-operation of the 
banks and the federal reserve sys- 
tem, 

The income of a large part of our 
people is not reduced “ the depres- 
sion but it is affected by unneces- 
ary fears and pessimism, the result 
of which is to slacken the consump- 
tion of goods and discourage enter- 
prise. Here the very atmosphere 
of your offices will affect the mental 
attitude and, if you please, courage, 
of the individuals who will depend 
upon you for both counsel and 
money. Many, perhaps all of you. 
have been through other periods of 
depression. ‘Those of you who have 
hade occasion tc review the experi- 
ence of the past will, 1 believe, join 
in the thought that there comes a 
time in every depression when the 
changed attitude of the financial 
agencies can help the upward 
movement in our economic forces, 


I started with the premise that 
this question of stability was much 
more than a problem in academie 
economics—it is a great human 
problem, for it involves the hap- 
piness of millions of homes. A con- 
tinued unity of effort, both in our 
present situation and in establish- 
ing safeguards for the future, is 
the need of today. No one can 
contribute more than our banking 
community. 

It appears from the press that 
someone suggested in your discus- 
sion that our American standards 
of living should be lowered. To that 
I emp! ‘tically disagree. I do not 
believe it represents the views of 
this association. Not only do I not 
accept such a theory, but on the 
contrary, the whole purpose née 
ideal of this economic system, which 
is distinetive of our country, ‘s ft 
increase the standard of living y 
the adoption and the constantly 
widening diffusion of invention and 
discovery amongst the whole of our 
people.

Rating W. WL. Stribling as the un- 
crowned king of the heavyweight fight- 
ers of today. Jack Dempsey paused 
in Atlanta; Thursday afternoon long 
enough to meet some friends and say 
that he believed public demand would 
force the powers in control of the! 
fight game today to give Stribling a' 
title chance. 

“IT didn't win the title by having 
someone designate me as the Ameri- 
can champion,” said Dempsey. ‘The 
public does not care for any more 
selected fights such as the Heeney- 
Tunney fight; the Scott-Sharkey fight 
or the Campolo-Sharkey fight. : 

“They are showing their atti- | 

tude by staying away from the | 
fights. The public knows. They 
aren’t fooled any more. The Hee- 
ney-Tunney fight and the Shar- 
key-Scott fight were failures, The 
Sharkey-Campolo fight had only 
$30,000 in the boy office at 7 
o'clock the night of the fight and 
they had guaranteed Sharkey 
$100,000, The luckiest break they 
got was the rain which enabled 
them to call off the fight.” 

Leonard Sacks, Dempsey’s manager, | 
joined in declaring that Stribling was | 
rated as the number one American 
heavyweight. 

ELIMINATION TOURNEY. 


“There will be such a clamor for | 
Max Schmeling, the present cham- 
pion, to meet the leading American 
heavyweight, that an elimination series | 
will be necessary,” said Sacks. “Strib- | 
ling will be rated number one in that | 
series, 

“If Schmeling should fail to 
meet the American champion then 
the title will be declared vacated 
and the winner of the elimination 
will be the world’s champion. 


“J cannot see how the New York | 
can control things any | 
longer. Madison Square Garden has | 
been selecting the ‘champions’ with | 
but little success. They had Sharkey | 
named as the contender for Tunney’s | 
title but there was such a public de- 
mand that’ Sharkey meet Dempsey | 
that it could not be ignored, Stribling | 
will get his chance.

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STATE FARMERS URGED 
TOGROWSTRANBERRES 


No Table Should Go Without 
Product, Says Professor 
Firor. 


BY W. J. DAVIS, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 2.—()—No 
table in Georgia should go without 
strawberries in season. 


That is the opinion of Professor G. 
H. Firor, extension. horticulturist of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture, who warns farmers without 
strawberry patches that now is the 
time to get them started for next sea- 
son’s crop. 

The berries will grow, says Mr. 
Firor, on nearly every type of soil 
found in Georgia, and in any section 
of the state. Very sandy and very wet 
soils are the only exceptions. 

New patches of strawberries are 


have produced berries should never be 
used to start a new patch or field. 
The best time to set out young plants, 
Mr. Firor said, is during September, 
October and November. To obtain a 
good stand it is necessary to have a 
“season in soil.” The earlier plants 
are set out, the larger will be the 
production next season. 


Mountain’ sections of the state 
should start their new fields earlier 
than the south Georgia farmers, the 
professor said. August and September 
are the best months for fall planting 
there, and February and March are 
spring planting months, Those plant- 
ed in the fall will produce a crop uext 
year, but those set out in the spring 
should not be allowed to produce fruit 
the same year. This can be avoided 
by picking off the fruit stems. 

Mr. Firor urges the importance of 
preparing the soil well in advance of 
the planting. Rows are laid off from 
three to four feet apart and the plants 
set 12 to 18 inches apart in the row. 
Cultivation should be as often as is 
necessary to keep down weeds and 
conserve moisture. : 


Electricity Helps Poultry. 

“lectricity, says H. FE. Lacy, re- 
search agricultural engineer at Geor- 
gia State college, has proven to be of 
| great value to poultry raisers in ev- 
'ery part of the country. Its use is 
out of the experimental stage and is 
now at a stage at which it is known 
to be practicable for more than a doz- 
en uses in raising poultry, both for 
the commercial poultryman and the 
farmer who raises but few birds. 
There are at present more than a 
‘dozen profitable uses of electricity for 
poultry production, Mr. Lacy con- 
tinued, and undoubtedly as time goes 
on it will be adapted to new uses. 
Selecting six of the most important 
uses —- electric lights, incubators, 
brooders, feed grinders, incubator, 
brooder and burglar alarms and poul- 
try water heaters—Mr. Macy has 
compiled a bulletin discussing these 
subjects, which has just been publish- 
ed by state college.
